Gradually King David Street be- 
comes alive, From tlny  doonvays 
on both sides of the street fat black 
velled women emerge and bargain 
with the shop-keepers, Tho women 
ure poor, thelr shoes and stockings 
are mostly ‘in holes but their veils 
are of -brand new silk. This fs be- 
cause their husbands think it far 
more Important for now material to 
guard their wives’ faces from the 
public gaze than for them'to be well 
shod or clothed. 

The -strect becomes a struggling 
chattering mass of men, women and 
animals 
odd camel or two) pushing, shouting, 
snorting as they piel thelr way

flag stones. 

‘Amid -the rush a British - Police- 
man strikes an incongruous note in 
his navy blue uniform. ith much 
diiculty he persuades an Arab that 
King David Strect is not a sheep 
market.

Farther down, the cloth merchants 
begin to hang gaily-coloured Iengths 
of silk, and cotton outside thelr 
shops.

Time docs not permit of a more

Jewry, but. of an 
ardent intellectual ond cultural life.

has risen to 150.000, Not only is it/P: 


the principal banking contre of the 
country but it'is known throughout 
the Near East for ils night-life—an 
innovation of modem times in the 
Holy Land. Its‘cafcs are legion and 
dancing vies with debate as o 
favourite recreation, or should I say 
relaxation. It’ is an almost. too 
popular. seaside resort in the summer 
when {ts beach is os crowded as that 
of Blackpool or Brighton.

Allegations ‘Against A 
Shipping Company 


Summonses alleging attempted ex- 
port of unmanifested ‘cargo and un- 
lawful transfer of an export licence 
were preferred against the Tai Sang 
Steamship Company, of No. 136 
Connaught Road, Central, by the Im- 
ports and Exports Department, be- 
fore Mr H. G. Sheldon, x.c., at Cen- 
trot Magistracy yesterday. 

The summonses were as follow: 
(n). That the Tal Sang Steamship 
Company failed to furnish to the 
Superintendent of the Imports and 


Exports Department, a copy of the. 


completo ship's manifest of all cargo 
put on. board,or to be put on board 
the ss, Kau Tung no less than 12 
hours before sailing, by the omission 
from the manifest of 50 bales of 
gunny bags allogedly consigned by 
the Kwong Fung Hong Firm, .con- 
trary to an order of the Defence 
Regulations; (b) that on or ‘about 
March 20, the Tal Sang Steamship 
Company lent to or did allow to be 
used by Choi Wai: (master of the 
Fook Hing Firm) an export Hceence 
originally issued by the Controller of 
Trade to the Kwong Hong ‘Hing 
Firm, of No. 58A Bonham Strand, 
West, for the purpose .of enabling 
Chol Wal to export 50 bales of gunny 
bags to Macao. 

Chol Wal was summoned for mov- 
ing on board the ss, Kau Tung 50 
‘bales_of gunny_ bags for the purpose 
of export, without a liceice from tio" 
Controller of Trade. 

Mr P. Y. Woo appeared for the 
Steamship Company and Mr F. Lose- 
by represented Chol. Both pleaded 
not guilty. 

Revenue Officer Fook Mo-chan, 
stated that on March 29, about 2.15 
.m. he ‘was on duty on a wharf 
when he'noticed that gunny bags 
were being loaded on the s.s. Kau 
Tung. He asked a tallyman whethee 
there was ao permit to export the 
gunny bags and was told that every- 
thing was°’ln order. He: then went 
on board ang approached n- man 
named Choi Tak-ho, who was pointed. 
out to him as the man who had the 
permits. He asked for the permits 
and was handed an envelope in 
wich hee an cxport licence, 2

Witness examined the export 
licence and‘ came to the conclusion 
that it had been. used before. Ha 
asked the Captain to delay tho ship 
and telephoned for the Chief Pre- 
ventlve Officer, Mr W. J. Buller.

Huge Relief Sums 


WASHINGTON, June ._ 26 
(Reuter).—The American Red 
Cross has spent over $18,000,000 
and the United States Govern- 
ment over $16,000,000 on war 
relief for Britain, Belgium, 
Canada, China, Finland, France, 
Greece, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Poland, Spain, Switzerland 
and Yugo-Slavia. 

Almost half of this has’ been for 
the British, declared, Mr_ Laurence 
Mitehell, of the American Red Cross, 
in his testimony to the House Appro- 
priatiozs Sub-Committee. * : 

Mr Mitchell said that-no instance 
had been reported of any diversion 
or confiscation of supplies,
